extension of West Bixth Street to the site of the Austin Dam in the City
of Austin, ms Wooldridge Avenue; and

VVhereas, for more ihan thirty yonrs hefore suoh notion of the City
Counoil this roadway had Leen known and designated on the oliy mape snd
recognized by the postal authorities by the rrme of Dam louleverd; and

Whereus, in apprecintion of the publioc mervicen of former linyor
Wooldridize, ma benutiful pnark snd publlc school and n certmin atreeti in the
City of Austin had theretofore been named for him; and

Wnereas, 2 numerously signed petition of residents living along said
roadway nas been filed with the City Council requesting that it rescind
the action of the former City Council in changing the name of said Dan
Boulevard to YWooldridge Avenue, said petition disclaiming any attempt to
rot former Layor Wooldridme of any honors to which he may be entitled, but
